The question here was, whether 
one honest ind should be protected 
against the fraud of another. No one would 
accuse Armour & Co. of fraud and yet their 
brands were intended to deceive. One of 
them (exhibiting it) “Armour & Co., pure 
dairy butterine.” 

“Why dairy?’ Why put in that word, 
and in case the public “got the racket” on that 
brand, bere was another one (exhibiting it) 
“Armour & Co., finest creamery buttezine,”’ 
This was done, of course, so that the price 
of this article might reach the price of gena- 
ine bytter. This bill, he admitted, was not 
for revenue purposes, nor was it to build up 
one industry at the expense ofanother, Con- 
press simply eaid that the best way to provide 
ageinst fraud was to regulate the manufacture 
of the article. It was said that the people 
need this article because it was cheaper, buf 
the people did not get the benefit of its cheap- 
nets because of this fratdulent branding. 
Coprgress underteek in this bill to deal with 
that question, and he saw no constitutional 
objectiors to ft. 

Mr. Butler said that since the foundation of 
the government congress had taken a great 
many liberties with the constitution. There 
had been times when, confesselly, it had 
“camped” outside of the constitution, but he 
bad hoped that there was reverence enough 
for that instrument to have saved it from 
nesaults that were now being 
mate against it. The senator from 
Nebraska (Mr. Van Wyck) would brush it 
aside and would pass this bill, without regard 
tothe provisions or limitations or restric- 
tions of the constitution. I[¢ was painful, in 
this forum at least,to hear such language. 
Senators would abolish the constitution aud 
¢stablish on its ruins a parliamentary govern- 
mént todo as it pleased. That was the pdsi- 
tien of some senators. He submitted,in all 
candor and frankness, that of all violations and 
Cisregards of the constitution, this -bill wae 
the most flagrant and unblushing that was 
ever introduced in congress, Having referred 
to the artificial coloring of butter, he asked an 
explanation of that, and whether that was 

not itself fraudulent, 

Mr. Miller explained what the practice in 
that matter was, claiming that it was perfectly 
proper ano innocent, 

Mr. Ingalls in elucidating that question pro- 
duced a vial of coloring matter and comment- 
cd upon the circular accompanying it. The 
preparation, he said, “pretended” to be manu- 
factuied at Burlington, Vt, [Laugh at the 
experse of Mr. Edmunds.] “This vial,” he 
fsid, “was warranted by the firm which put it 
up, periected butter color”’—at Burlington, 
\Vt—“for dairy purposes’ —was warranted to 
color 300 pounds of winter butter. It had 
teen pretended, he said, that the dairymen of 
Vermont and elsewhere were en- 
gaged (in their bucolic honesty 
and simplicity) in a struggle with thé hercu- 
Jean efforts of manufacturers of oleomarga- 
rine. One sentence in the circular recom- 
mended the coloring matter as giving butter‘a 
“tint like the highest grade of Jersey butter, 
and no expert can detect it.”’ The fourth 
recommendation in that circular was that the 
coloring matter was economical. In use it re- 
quired no Jabor, and was cheaper than other 
coloring matter; the vials were of three sizes, 
costing twenty-five cents, fifty cents and one 
dollar, and coloring respectively three hun- 
dred, seven hundrcd and fifty and two thou- 
sand pounds of butter. He almost hesitated 
to read the last paragraph. [Several senators 
—‘*‘Let us have it.’’] 

It was: ‘‘We warrant it toadd at least five 
cents per pound to the valee of white butter 
[laughter], and return adollar for every cent 
it costs.” ‘This,’ (said Mr. Ingalls, holding 
up the vial), “is the preparation. It looks 
like tincture of iodine. It is manufactured at 

Buitington, -Vermont, for the use of dairymen, 
and is warranted to add five cents per pound 
to every pound of white butter that they 
make in winter time.” He explained how 
this “auxiliary of the dairy” had come 
into bis poesession, when, as a member 
of District of Columbia committee he 
was investigating the alleged adulterations of 
food, 

Mr. Miller rose to reply. He was net sure, 
he said, whether this little tragedy—Mr. But- 
ler suggested comedy—whether this little 
tragedy or comedy, or burlesque, had been re- 
bearsed between the senator from South Caro- 
lina and the senator from Kansas. There 
seemed to have been a perfect understanding 
between them, They must have been “set- 
ling up oO’ nights” rehearsing it, The adver- 
tisement given tothis Burlington manufact- 
urer of butter coloring could not have been 
got by him for $50,000 in ready cash. He 
(Mr. Miller) knew nothing about this coloring 
matter. When the distinguished senator (In- 
galls) was going over ite wonderful quali ies 
be was carried back to his boyhood 
days when, “on general training 
days’ heused to seea man standing on a 
wagon auctioneering his bogus goods or bogus 
jewelry, or offering to the people some “elixir 
of life.” Whether the senator had ever had 
any experience ofthat kind he (Mr. Miller) 
did not know, but the senator had shown 
great aptness forit. Ifthe senator failed in 
his present calling be could certainly succeed 
in that kind of work. It had always been 
known that coloring matter was used in 
butter, just as salt was, aud no- 
body ever regarded itasafraud, The senator 
from Kansas usually came to the capitolwith a 
fieming red neck tie. y not wear one of 
the natural color ofthe coceoon? Because 
the senator admired some other color, and that 
was true of butter and everything else. 

Mr. Ingalls said that the senate would bear 
bim witness that, in his observations, he had 
m:ée no personal attack upon, or personal 
es)! gion to the senator from New 
Yok. He bad simply presented 
v bat he believed to be legitimate argument 
in the matter. The senator from New York, 
bouwever, bad seen fit in bis reply to descend

being permitted to take fees against the 
government in cases where land grant rail- 
roads were involved. The impropriéty and 
indecency of members doing such a thing had 
been dwelt upon, and dweit ugon properly, 
but ifthat was improper, how mimuch more 
improper was it, how much more indéfensible 
was it, for chairmen of committees of the two 
houses to present measures in which they 
bad direct personal interests? And then, 
when an argument was made against it, to de- 
scend tothe arena of vulgar personalities and 
denunciations in order to make the passage 
of the measure less obnoxious. 

Mr. Miller, apparently laboring under great 
excitement, rose toreply. He denied having 
referred to the senator’s (Ingalls’s) calling ia 
early life. The senator had charged him 
with be.ng directly interested in this meas- 
uie. Be (Millor) was proud of the fact 
that he had been born and reared 
onthe farm. It was true that, for his own 
delectation, he kept a few cows and horses and 
other domestic animals. It was true that, at 
some periods of the year, he made butter on 
bis farm and,at other periods of the year, 
chee:e, He’ had, however, in his experiment 
for making butter and cheese expended $10 
for every dollar which he got back in return. 
But whether this bill became a law or not 
it would not add one farthing to any 
profit which he could possibly “receive, for 
whatever butter was made on his farm sold 
for aig” so high that it wasin no way affect- 
ed by the competition ef oleomargarine or 
butterine, or other bogus stuff. Should it be 
said that no man having any material inter- 
est in his country§ should hold a seat in con- 
grces to represent the industry of the class to 
which he belonged. Three-fourths or more 
of the national legislators were lawyers. And 
sould it besaid that whether lawyers, farmers 
or manufacturers they could not honorably 
discharge their legislative functions? He 
thoughtnot. He had no answer to make to 
the imputation of the'senator from Kansas 


that he (Miller) was actuated in support of | 


this bill/by base and corrupt motives. Having 
been born and having lived among the dairy 
Glasses all bis life, and seeing them today 
being driven from their farms through 
bankruptcy, he had felt called upon to 
raise his voice for their protection and no 
eneess at the dairymen of the country; no im- 
plications that he was actuaied by base and 
corlupt motives, would close his mouth, He 
appealed from that infamous charge to his 
constituents through all the great rural dis- 
tricts of New York. He left the judgment of 
the matter to them and not to any man on 
the floor fof the senate who ventured 
to charge him with corruption, These were 
words which the senator or any other man 
would not dare to speak to him outside of the 
senate chamber. They might shield them- 
selves behind the constitution and behind 
parliamentary law, but he would go to his 
constituents on that base, infamous charge, 
and there he would leave it. This closed the 
personal altercation between the senators 
from Kansas and New York. The senate 
listened to the speeches with great interest 
and curiosity, and there was an 
almost painful stillness in the chamber as 
each of them spoke. 

Then Mr, Butler rose and closed the debate 
forthe day. He repudiated the suggestion 
that there had been any prior understanding 
between himself and Mr, Ingalls, or that there 
bad been any “rehearsal of thetragedy.” He 
sincerely hoped, however, that it would not 
result ina tragedy. He saw a good many 
comic features attached to it— 
a good many things had been 
eaid in a Pickwickian sense, which he had 
no doubt each senator would consider cooly 
when he got outside thechamber. In conclu- 
sion he argued against the bill as a measure 
which could result only in oppression, calam- 
ity and disappointment. 

Mr. Evarts teok the floor, but yielded to a 
motion to adjourn. 

After a fiuitless attempt to fix the hour to- 
morrow, at which a vote should be taken, the 
senate, at 6:10, adjourned. 
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THE FORTIFICATIONS BILL. 


Proceedings Yesterday of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Immediately after 
the reading of the journal, the house resumed 
consideration of the fortification appropriation 
bil), the pending amendment being that offered 
by Mr. Randal!, reducing from $500,000 to 
$100,000 the appropriation for the armament of 
sea coast defenses. 

Mr. Randall withdrew his amendment, and 
offered another, which was adopted by unani- 
mous consent, providing that guns, projectiles, 
etc,, purchased shall be of American manufac- 


ture. 

The bill was then passed. 

The next business was the consideration of 
the senate concurrent resolution for printin 
twenty-six thousand copies of the third annua 
report ef the civil service commission, 

Agreed to—-yeas 158, nays 46. 

Mr. Morrison, from the committee on rulés, 
reporjed a resolution ordering sessions for to- 
night and tomorrow night, the fermer to be 
for the consideration of bills reported from the 
committee on peostoffices and postroads and the 
latter to be devoted to action on bills author- 
izing the construction of bridges. Adopted. 

Mr. Cobb, of Indiana, from the conference 
committee on the bill repealing the pre-emp- 
tion timber culture and desert land laws, re- 
ported a complete disagreement. e 

After a long debate Mr. Perkins, of Kansas, 
moved that the house recede from its disagree- 
ment to the senate amendment, 

Lost—20 to 142. 

The house then insisted on its disagreement 
and a further conference was ordered. 

The house, at 5 o’clock, took ‘a recess until 
2 o'clock, the evening eession to be for the 
corsideration of business from the committee 
on postoffices and postroads. 

+ The only bill passed at the evening session 
of the house was one amending the act to 
medify the postal money order system. It 
provides for the tramsmission of small sums, 
under five dollars, through the mails. The 
postmaster general may authorize postmasters 
at money Order offices, or at such other offices 
as he may designate, to issué money — 
and those money orders shall be designa 
and known as “postal notes” and a fee of 
three cents shall be charged for the issue 
thereof, 

The remainder of the session was consumed 
in consideration of the bill a free 
delivery system to cities of 10,000 inhabitants, 
or where the gross postal revenues exceed $10,- 
000 per annum,

THE “GCaTE CITY,’ OF THE SAVAN- 
| NAH LINE, WRECKED. 


The Coolness of the Oficers Preventsa Panic—All 
“We Passengers and Crew Gafe—The Vessel 
Probably a Total Wreck—More than 
- @ify Phousdnd Melons Afloat.

BosTon, Mass., July 19.—[Special.]—The 
steamship ‘‘Gate City,” of the Savannah Mne 
iain Daniel Hedge, went ashore on Nan- 
show island, Martha’s Vineyard sound, last 
sight during athick fog. The Gate City left 
Savannah Thursday evening, and was due 
bere this7a.m. She had a miscellaneous 
cargo. of cotton, tobacco and hides, worth 
$0,000, and fifty thousand watermelons. 
She carried 52 passebgers, most ail in the sa- 
loos, the majority being excursionists bound 
sorth fora pleasure trip. Many were ladies, 
brought some very handsome wardrobes 
with them. Nanshon island, a dangerous place, 
is just opposite Gay Head, where the ill-fated 


the Gate City, went dewn with so many lives 
in January, 1885. This makes a curious 
coincidence. The particularé a8 obtained 
from® the officers and passengers is to 
the effect that pleasant weather preyailed 
duri#g the entire trip till yestenlay after- 
0ue00B When the ship entered the sound when 
it ran intofa dense fog bank. {While cautious- 
ly preeeeding she very nearly ran on Gay- 
head shoals, where the bones of the City of 
Columbus now lie. Dismayed at his danger, 
Captain Hedge steered the ship off and 
in 80. doing crossed the sound, pei: 
ashore om the other side. The channil is very 
deceptive and a moment after the . /jman 
repo; ted ‘‘no bottom,” the vessel struck arag- 
ged hole, cighteen inches in diameter, which 
stovedn her bottom and she made water fast. 
The boulder that went through held the ship 
and ‘prevented her from slipping into deep 
water and drowning all onboard. The ship 
struck at seven o’clock and in a second every 


one was on deck. They were 
quited but refused to return 
below. First Mate E. R. Taylor 


went after assistance, returned after several 
hours with a brig, and the passengers were 
safely landed at New Bedford and brought 
direct to this city. The ladies are greatly dis- 
pirited at this mishap on their pleasure trip, 
especially as it is combined with an expen- 
sive loss of valuable wearing apparel. Wreckers 
have left for the scene and reported the ves- 
sel full of water. The “Gate City” was built by 


_ John Roach in 1878, and was valued at $300,000; 


insured for $100,000. The cargo is partly in- 
enned. The passengers speak highly of 
Captain Hedge and the orderly behavior of 
the crew. 

THE BAGGAGEMASTER’S STORY. 

All the officers and crew of the steamer 
Gate City remained on beard the vessel when 
the passengers were taken off by a tug, with the 
excep tion of the baggage-master, who accom- 
panied whe passengers. At the office of the 
corey. in Boston, he made the following 
étate nrent: 

“There is not very much that I can tell you 
about the affair. We «simply 
sgrournd during a dense fog, 
tbat is all there was of it. This 
happened, I should say, about 7:15 o’clock 
Sunday night. The shock to the boat was vot 
great, and the passengers were very cool 
throughout the five hours they had to wait 
before the tow boat Brown picked us up and 
carried us to New Bedford. They 
smused themselves in the best way 
they could, conversing, playing the piano, etc, 
There were 52 passengers in all, most of whom 
went to New Bedford. Some twelve or fifteen, 
however, did not like to trast themselves in 
the tow boat. and therefore remained on board 
the Gate City. 

There was at no time any danger after the 
steamer ran aground, She was as solid as any 
building in Boston. The principal cargo of 
the vessel was watermelons, of which there 
were about fifty thousand on board. There 
were, howevor, in addition, hides, timber, to- 
matoes, etc.” 

The scene of the wreck is five or six 
miles northeast of Devil’s bridge where the 
City of Columbus met her fate. There is a re- 
port to the effect that local wagnetic influence 
sometimes demoralizes compasses in this part 
of Vineyard Sound. Aninfluence which de- 
flected the cempass of the City of Columbus, 
which was going southwest, so asto carry her 
up Devil’s Bridge, would have caused Gate 
Cit¥, bound northeast, to go ashore where she 
did. 

EXTENT OF DAMAGES, 

New Breprorp, Mass., July 19.—It is impos- 
sible yet to say what is the extent of the 
damages sustained by the cargo of the vessel. 
With the exception of the melons, it is likely 
to prove a total loss. The salt water will not 
spoil the melons for some time, and, being 


buoyant, they will easily float as soon 
as the hatches are removed and 
thus can be easily .saved. The 


other merchandise, consisting of cotton and 
general mixed stufls, is believed, as usual, to 
be fully insured, especially as at this season 
marine insurance rates are very low. Signal 
service officers say that no rough weather may 
be expected onthe coast before Wednesday, 
by which time the vessel, it is hoped, will be 
secured from any further damage. There isa 
storm on the gulf coast which is traveling 
north-east and will likely cause heavy seas 
along the entire Atlantic coast. Even if it 
travels at the accustomed rates its effect will 
not be felt in this section before forty-eight 
hours. At ten o'clock the tug, G. W. Hunt, 
which left this morning with a party 
of newspaper correspondents for Naushon 
island, where the steamer Gate City is strand- 
ed. returned. The steamer still lies in her 
former position, with three of her five com- 
partments filled with water. No attempt 
has yet been made to get her off, as 
little cam be done without the aid of 
steam pumps and divers. The cargo will 
probably prove total loss, as most of itis al- 
ready greatly injured by sea water. Agents 
Allen and Whitney state that the cargo 18 
insured for about $100,000, placed mostly 
in New York. Opinions differ as to 
whether the vessel can be saved. Captain 
apd engineer of G. W. Huot, who are exper- 
iepced in such matters, claim that she cannot 
be drawn off the rocks, as she lies stranded 
ighand dry.

The commission holds that neither tne private 
secretary of an appointing or nominating officer, 
nor an officer who in thea ce of an appointing 
or nominating officer acts in his place, 
shonld be either chairman or secretary 
of the board of examiners. Im the opinion of 
commission, the confidential relations existing bc- 
tween the private secretary of an appointing or 
pominating officer and such an officer, are of a 
character to make the reasons that have excluded 
the a pic my © ep ger perce officers from offi- 
cial places on of examiners, apply with al- 
most equal forte against the nolicy of allowi 
private secretaries te occupy official places on suc 
poards. Reasons that exclude an ap ting 
or nominating othcer from any official position on 
the board of examiners should exclude an er 
who, in his absence, ectsin his place. Therefore 
the commission hereby refuses to confirm any 
nomination made by any board of chairman or 
secretary who is private secretary of an appointing 
or pominativg officer. or who is an officer that 


would in the absence of the  appoiat- 
ing or nominating officer act in 
bis lace; and every board that 


hae mede such nomination is hereby directed; at 
jis next regular ee meeting,to make another 
somination, and without delay make report 
thereof to the commissioner. Nominees whose 
nominatiens are hereby rejected, shall continue to 
act until other members of the have been 
nomiuated for said offices of chairman and secre- 
tary. 
Among the offices affected by this order are 
custom houses at Beston, Burlington, New 
York, Philadelphia and New Orleans, and 
postofficesat Philadelphia, Baltimore, Indian- 
apolis, Cincinnati, Cleveland Kansas City, 
Breoklyn, Buffalo and Louisville.

AN OYSTER PACKER WALTZES OFF 


Captain James R. Willing. of Baltimore, Ea 
Route to Canada 


BaLtimork, July 19 —Captain “Janiee 


Willing, of the firm cf William L. Ellis & Co., 
oyster packers, of this city, has not been seeu 
in his accustomed haunts for ten days, In- 
ghiry developed the fact that he had left the 
civy with from $30,000 to $35,000, belonging 


mostly to his friends, and that noclue 
to his whereabouts could be found. 
He was a member of the last state 
lerislature, and was instrumental in 


baving a bill passed refunding money paid by 
the cwnetrs of oyster vessels as tonnage tax. 
Certificates amounting to $2,800 weie en- 
trusted to him for collection. He had them 
cashed, but failed to make returns. He also 
borrowed largely from his friends and several 
notes recently due. were allowed to go to pro- 
test. His wifeis said to have received a let- 
ter saying that be was en route for Canada, 
and she has left the city. 
Captain Willing was administra- 
tor of the estate of a deceased cousin, who left 
considerable property.

Says the Bainbridge Democrat :

Bedell—were passing down Broad street, a large 
crowd of pegro men and women were met near 
Fred Smith’s bakery, the entire sidewalk being 
taken up by thecrowd. Toavoida collision the 
young men stepped to the outside and tothe edge 
ofthe ditch or gutter and attempted to pass the 
crowd, when Mr. Peacock was violently jostled by 
8 large violent negro named Caleb Cunningham, 
who had a female on his arm, and shoved intothe 
ditch. Mr. Peacock jabbed the fellow with his 
umbrelja, when violent words were used, pro and 
con, the pegro grossly insulting the two young 
men. At this juncture the difficulty was suspend- 
cd, the young men going in one direction and the 
negro another—the negro swearing to see them 
Jater and settle it. Soon after this, after dark, he 
wenttotLe Commercial hotel gate, where the 

ourg men were to take supper, snd called fon dy 

eacock, but failed to find him. Leaviny there, Me 
returned to Fred Smith’s corner, and finding Pea- 
cock and Bedell. called Peacock a few paces apart 
and renewed the quarrel and insults—all the while 
having his hand in his pistol pocket. Beiog un- 
arm<ed and far weaker than his assailant, Mr. Pea 
cock was at his mercy, until Mr. Bedell interfered 
by saying he should not thus “insult a friend of 
his in his presence without cause.’’ The negro re- 
torted by saying, “‘What have you gottodo with 
it? G—d— you, I'll kill you!”’ at the same time 
drawing his pistol and firing directly at Bedell’s 
head, In the darkness, Mr. Bedell thought the 
negro was Striking at himand dodged his head, 
and thus saved his life—the ball passing just by 
his head. On firing,the negro took tohis heels 
and fledinthe darkness. makiny his escape, and 
is still at large, aluhough the officers of the law are 
on the watch forhim. The negrois a turbulent, 
vicious fellow, and there is little doubt that his 
visit to the Commercial hotel was forthe purpose 
of calling Mr. Peacock out and shooting him to 
death in the darkness. 


Paulding New Era: Mr. Randall Vaughn, 
one of our most prominent citizens, was 
wounded in a battle at Waynesboro, Ga., De- 
cember 22d, 1864, by a bullet from a Winches- 
ter rifle, while serving in the Second Georgia 
Cavalry. The missile entered between the 
breast bone and the point of the heart. It 
could not be found, and after a time he gotable 
to attend to his duties, but the wound never 
entirely healed. Puss exuded from the wound 
most of the time, but at stated intervals it 
would closa up. His health would be very 
bad until itopened again. It kept on this 
way till about four years ago, when Mr. 
Vaughn discovered the formation of a cake on 
the left side of his abdomen, which gradually 
grew worse until it developed into an abscess. 
A few days ago he became so low that he 
thought it advisable to send for his family 
physician, Dr. T. J. Foster. When the latter 
arrived he found his patient in a very critical 
condition, and decided to call in Drs. Connally 
and Robertson for consultation. After making 
a thorough examination it was the opinion of 
the.physicians that it was necessary to open 
the abscess and make an effort to find and re- 
move the ball. Tuesday morning they ovened 
the abscess, which exuded over a quart of 
puss,andthen by probing found the ball 
about two inches below the abscess and soon 
removed it. It was mashed flat, its inner sur- 
face was smooth as glass and the edges were 
ragged. From where it entered to where it 
was extracted was fourteen inches, having cut 
its way gradually that far during the twenty- 
two years that it had been embedded in his 
body. Mr. Vaughn is getting along well now, 
and in all probability his health will be per- 
manently restored.

The Georgia 
idland and its contemplated eonnections gives 
us through palace sleepers to New York and the 
orsibilities of a splendid trade that we have 
veretofore been unable to handle. In addition to 
ovr railroad facilities we have the Chattahoochee 
river, with six boats plying it and another new 
steamer toon to arrive. These steamers give the 
merchants ofthis city through rates that cannot 
be obtained by any other city in this section. Co 
lumbus does not owe one cent/more than the city 
is able and ready to pay. ines is not a dime of 
floating debt, and the ded debt is reduced an- 
nually without seca anything to the tax- 
ation of the city.

Great Activity in Railroad Oonetructi 
on in All the 
tt States—Liat Of New Lines end Bx- 
@nsions of Old Lines—@eorgia Not Lag 
givg Behind, But Keoping Rigat Up. 


From the Manufacturers’ Record. 

There was probably nover before in the his- 
tory of the senth a more promising eutlook 
than at present fora large amount of railroad 
building. In nearly every state from Vir- 
xinia to Texas there is not only already very 
mach activity im the construction of new 
roads, but plans have beeu matured for tho 
early commencement of work upon many 
otheos, while the preliminary arrangements 
are being made for many more. Of these 
roads either under construction or on whioh 
work will shortly be commenced, quite a 
number are very extensive underiakings, 
destined to have an important infaeace upon 
the future of the south. In Virginia aad 
West Virginia some important lines to open 
up magnificent mineral resources are 
under way, atd there are also quite a number 
of short branch and connecting roads be- 
ing built to develop coal aud iron territory. 
Ibe extension of the Norfolk aud Wastera’s 
Cripple Creek branch will briag inte promi- 
pence & region of unsurpassed mineral wealth. 
where very excellent Besssmer ores ara found 
in abundance. Two or three very promising 
projects for building roads from Roanoke—one 
down through a rich portion of Virgiuia, the 
Piedmont section of Carolina, and possibly on 
to Atlanta; and oue from Roanoke through 
Craig county, where minerals are in vast 
abundance—are in a fair way of 
being carried throngh successfally. 
The Richmond and Chesapeake railroad 
company have commenced workon a road 
from Richmond to Northumberland county, 
where the terminus will be on the bay shore, 
with a transfer across to connect at Orisfield, 
Md - with roads runningto Philadelphia and 
New York. From Claremont, on the James 
river, @ road is beiwg built to Danville. In 
North Caroiivua the Cape Fear and Yadkin 
Valley is being extended; the Carolina Central 
is | ushing forward vigorously for Ratherford- 
tor, While the Massachusetts and Southern 
construction company is paralieling this road 
for ashort distanceand extending on in the 
direction of Charleston, and promising to ex- 
te bd their other end toward the west. 
fhe Richmond and Danville have decided 
to extend their road so as to reach Knoxville, 
brivgipg Asheville and Knoxville into direct 
copnection and opening up one of the finest 
sections of the whole south; the same road is 
building on towards Murphy, where connec- 
tions will be made viathe new road of the 
Marietta and North Georgia to the far south. 
Sonth Carolina has some important roads 
under way, especially of narrow-gague lives. 
Georgia is building the Georgia Midland, the 
Macon and (Covington, the Savan- 
nah, _ Dublin and Western, aud is 
preparing te build from Augusta to Chat- 
tanooga and from Columbus to Birmingham. 
In Alabama all railroad enterprises are point- 
ing to the great e¢oal and iron centers. The 
Georgia Pacific, from Birmingham to Colam- 
bus, Miss., is under way; work on the roathto 
connect Birmingham and Kansas City is being 
hurried along; the “Montgomery Southern is 
under construction towards Florida, while 
other projects almost too numerous to men- 
tion are either now under way or else getting 
into good shape for construction work. 


Railroad Building in 1886. 


The reports of railroad building in the dif- 
ferent States show an increase over the same period 
in 1564and 1585. For the first six months of the 
present year 1,580 miles were built. In 1884 the 
number was 1.416, and im 1885 it was 1.119. It is 
believed that 1886 would have made a better show- 
ing had it not been for the labor troubles. These 
checked many uew railroad enterprises.

Cotton Facts. 

The figures given by the New York Finan- 
cig) Chronicle show for the week ending last 
Friday night total receipts amounting to 
9,471 bales against 12,964 bales the week 
before, 13,510 bales the previous week, and 
14,363 bales three weeks since, making the 
total receipts since the first of September, 
1685, 5,282,868 bales against 4,719,131 bales 
for the same period of 1884-85, showing an 
increare since September 1, 1885, of 563,737 
bales. 

The week’s exports reach a total of 36,069 
bales, of which 27,063 were to Great 
Britain, 1,524 to France, and 7,482 to other 
parts of the continent. 

The total sales for forward delivery for the 
week were 459,600 balcs. For immediate 
delivery the total sales for the week foot up 
7,305 bales, including 2,825 for export and 
4,480 for consnmption. 

Old interior stocks have decreased during 
the week 7,797 bales, and Friday night were 
40,414 bales more than at the same period 
Jast year. The receipts at the same towns 
have been 3,207 bales more than the same 
week last year, and since September 1 the 
receipts at all the towns were 724,017 bales 
more than for the same time in 184-85, 

From the plantations it appears that the 
total receipts since September 1, 1885, are 
5,335,245 bales, against 4,725,507 bales in 
164-85, and 4,777,772 bales in 1883-84. Al- 
though the receipts at the outports last week 
were 9,471 bales, the actual movement from 
the plantations was only thirty-seven bales, 
the balance being taken from the stocks at 
interior towns. From the same plantations 
last year the figures of the receipts are not 
given for the week, but in 1884 they, were 
113 bales. 

The total cotton in sight, July 16, is 
6,451,803 bales against 5,592,073 for 1584-455, 
5,643,377 for 1883-84, and 6,928,646 for 
1882-83. ‘The increase is 859,730 bales as 
compared with last year, and 805,426 bales 
compared with 1883-84, and the decrease 
from 16+2-+3 is 476,023 bales. 


Intemperance in the North. 

There is a reason for the bitterness of the 
northern prohibition crusaders. We have 
intemperance in the south, but it is mild 
and sporadic. In the north it has grown 
since the war into a monster evil. It per- 
meates all classes of society, especially in 
‘the cities and towns. 

Joe Howard, the veteran New York cor- 
respondent, pictures the metropolis as the 
wettest place on earth. According to his 
statements the average New Yorker begins 
the morning with a cocktail. He takes 
sundry beers before lunch time, and then 
drinks a milk punch ortwo. During the 
afternoon one or more brandy smashes are 
ip order. Atdinner the champagne comes 
ip, and before bed time something stronger 
is called for. 

Now, all this occurs among moderate 
drinkers. Butthere are men who are not 
eatiefied with this programme, Howard 


speaks of the late millionaire, Tracey, the 


former husband of Agnes Ethel, the actress. 
Tracey, it seems, drank a quart of cham- 
pagne before breakfast. At night he 


swigged a quart of brandy. How he 
worried through the day, or what he drank 
betweeen times, is not stated. Of course 
bis habits killed him. 

But these smart men about town do not 
all drink liquor. Some of them never touch 
adrop, They burn out their stomachs with 
acid phosphate half a dozen times a day. 
They drink Moxie. They swallow bitters 
and patent medicines. They dose them- 
selves with quinine and other things. Some 
drink ice water twenty times a day, a prac- 
tice about as injurious as half the number of 
toddies would be. There is something in 
the life of our eastern cities that throws 
men’s systems into a disordered condition, 
and they crave stimulants or nervines. 
While this is the case, the northern people 
still regard the south as the intemperate 
section, and they point to the prohibition 
excitement down this way as positive proof 
that the evil has reached a point where for- 
bearance ceases to be a virtue. It would 
surprise them to learn that in every part of 
the south drinking’ has steadily decreased 
during the past twenty years. Public opin- 
ion is at the bottom of this reform, and it 
has accomplished as much outside of the lo- 
cal option districts as it hasin them. Pub- 
lic opinion is itself a law, and it cannot be 
defied successfully.

Why Not Drop Facts? 

There was an interesting discussion the 
other day at the Deerfield, Mass., school of 
history and romance. A Boston lady read 
an essay on ‘‘The Value of Historical Fic- 
tion.”’ Shedefended historical myths, and 
argued that if such a paradox could be par- 
doned they were really more true than many 
absolute facts. Such myths asthe story of 
Quintus Curtius, King Arthur and Jean of 
Are make the world better and braver. 
Dickens’s ‘‘Tale ot Two Cities’’ gives a bet- 
ter picture of certain phases of the French 
revolution than can be found in any his- 
tory. 

One of the gentlemen engaged in the dis- 
cussion was evidently on the Gradgrind 
order. He took the floor and said: ‘‘If fic- 
tion is so important, and so full of truth, 
why not drop facts altogether ?’’ 

Such a question has an odd look when it 
is in cold type, but it is decidedly pertinent. 
The world has already made considerable 
progress inthis matter of getting rid of 
facts. When we are not idealistic we are 
euphemistic. We even try to paint the lily 
and gild refined gold. We have borrowed 
the rhetoric of the auctioneer and the real 
estate agent. We see everything through 
the spectacles of either optimism or pessi- 
mism, and speak accordingly. Some few 
facts may still be wandering about in this 
vale of tears, but they are tricked out in 
such a fantastic garb that it is difficult to 
recognize them. If we should meet a naked 
fact in the road, the probability is that we 
would brand it as a lie and goon about our 
business. In this refined age, facts must be 
dressed up or they willbe dropped ina 
hurry. 

To the Credit of the South. 

Messrs. Bruce & Cook, importers of metals 
in New York, did a large business in the 
south before the war. In a casual conyersa- 
tion with Mr, Robert H. Martin, formerly of 
South Carolina, now in business in New 
York, Mr. Cook, of this firm, \told Mr. Mar- 
tin how the southern people rallied after the 
war, and paid their debts. Mr. Martin, who 
is always watchful of the south’s interests, 
as many of the thousands of southern men in 
New York are, asked him to make the state- 
ment in writing, that he might have the 
benefit of it for our people. Mr. Martin 
sends us the letter, which we print below: 

New York, July 15, 1886.—Mr. R. H. Martin— 
Dear Sir—In answer to your request I here repeat 
the statement made to you at the lunch table, 

In beginning of our civil war, at closing of mail 
facilities, my firm had nearly seventy thousand 
dollars owing to us from friends south,all of which 
we considered lost. After the close of the war 
without suit or preesure,nearly sixty-five thousand 
dollars of this amount was paid to us by our 
debtort—a result so satisfactory to us, and so hon- 
orebletothem and the section of country from 


which they come, that I am always glad to speak 
of it. Respectfully, Youn C, CooK. 


Dime Novels and Murder. 

A good old preacher said in our hearing 
the other day: ‘‘Our boys are tempted into 
evil ways by what they read.”’ 

It looks very much like it. A trial now 
in progress at Erie, Kansas, shows the inti- 
mate connection between dime novels and 
crime, One morning Willie Sells, a sixteen- 
year-old boy, went to a neighbor’s house and 
excitedly stated that a strange man had 
broken into his home and killed his father. 
The neighbor went to the house, and saw a 
horrible spectacle. The newspaper account 
says: 

Upon hearing this story Mr. Mendal] accompan- 
ied Wiliie home, When they arrivedthe boy re- 
mained outside. Mr. Mendall entered, procured a 
light, and was confronted with the most horrible 
speetacie thatcan be imagined. The floor was 
covered with blood, in which he fairly had to 
wade. The ceiling was spattered and the walls 
stained. The old man Sells was lying on the floor 
with the whole back part of his head crushed in 
and his throatcut sodeep thathis head was al- 
most severed from his body. Near him, alsoon 
the floor, was the body of Mrs. Sells, with her skull 
crushed and her throat cut inthe same manner. 
A few feet away,in a bed ina corner, lay the 
body of Mies Ina Sells with her skull crushed and 
her throat cut irom ear toear,and inthe adjoin- 
ing room in the same bed in which Willle had 
been sleeping was the body of Watie Sells, witha 
large gash in his forehead, one of his eyes chopped 
out and his throat cut similar to the others. 


A hatchet and butcher knife covered with 
blood were found in the house, and in the 
kitchen there was a basin of bloody water in 
which the murderer had washed his hands. 
It was discovered that Willie had washed 
his hands, but above his wrists blood was 
found on his arms. There was blood under 
his finger nails and his underclothing was 
stained. The boy told several contradictory 
stories about the affair, and there was noth- 
ing to do but to lock him up. He will 
doubtless be convicted, although he stoutly 
asserts his innocense, 

Willie Sells has never been considered 
vicious. He has always been an inveterate 
reader of dime novels of the worst class, and 
has frequently expressed his desire to be- 
come a frontier hero; a ‘‘Wild Bill,’”’ ‘‘Slip- 
pery Sam’’ or something of the sort. Those 
who know him are satisfied that his murder- 
ous craze is due entirely tothe reading of 
blood and thunder literatare. If this case 
does not set some of our parents to think- 
ing, it will be because. their intellects are 
too weak to bear the strain. 


Epwarp C,Z, Jupson, who made a great 
deal of money writing stories under the pen 
name of “N:d Buntline,” died in Stanford. N. 
Y.,on the 17th. He was sixty-four years of 
ege. His early life was spent in the navy. 
He entered the government service at the age 
of twelve as an apprentice on board a man-of- 
war. A year later President Van Baren sent 
bim a commission es midshipman for merito- 


rious conduct in rescuing the crew of a boat 
run down by a Fulton ferry boat on East 
river. Young Judson was assigned to the 
Levant. Other midshipmen refused to 
mess with him because he had been a 
common sailor before the mast, and while 
on the way to join the Gulf squadron, he 
challenged thirteen of them to fight. Some 
withdrew their refasal and associated with 
him, but he fought seven of them, one after 
another, in Florida, New Orleans and Ha- 
vyana, escaping without a scratch himself, 
but marking four of his antagonists for life. 
From that time ov, hia reputation as one of 
the best shots in the United States was estab- 
lished. His first story, “The Captain's Pig,” 
was published in the Knickerbocker Maga- 
zine under the name of Ned Buntline 
in 1838, when, in his fifteenth year. 
This sketch brought notoriety to the young 
writer and fighter, who subsequently received 
as high as $60,000 a} for the product of his 
brain and pen. . bably thought he had 
a particular right to turn out sensational sto- 
ries. He passed thtough many stirring adven- 
tures, and his body was covered with wounds. 
He had in his right knee a bullet received in 
Virginia, and had twelve other wounds in- 
flicted by sword, shell and gun, seven of 
which were got in battle, He was not edu- 
cated for the army and navy. The title of 
colonel came to him as chief of scouts ia the 
late civil war.

tryman, perhapsthe only genuine country news 
paper the world has ever known. Itis a neigh.’ 
borhood rich in history and reminiscences, ana 
richer still in those elements of social life that give 
distinction to men and women. 


Ihave been reading lately some entertaining 
articles in the Eatonton Messenger from the pen 
of Mr. William A. Wilson, of Americus, in which 
he gives a history of Phcenix. This history neces. 
sarily includesa great deal of entertaining biogra- 
phy. Mr. Wilson was himself a pupil at Phcenix, 
and, in writing of that institution he has writteg 
of many people whose namesare more or jess fa- 
miliarto the Georgian readers of Tue Constr. 
TION. 


Mr. Wilson himself became a teacher, and took 
charge of the Eatonton academy—an institution 
that harbored some very bad boys, both large and 
small. He wasa most efficient teacher. He was 
firm, but sympathetic, and the pupils were not 
long in discovering that he was sometbing of e 
disciplinanian. My recollection is that I was the 
first boy in school to make this discovery. and I 
continued to discover it seven or eight times a 
week during his reign. Yet he was amost lovable 
man, vatient, persevering and kind, and sev ere 
only when there was an absolute necessity. He 
organized the schooi into a military camp, 80 to 
speak, and his company was called the Putnam 
Cadets. The drilling and discipline meeessary to 
keep the Putnam Cadets up to the mark told 
in the management of the s¢héol, and 
the youngstérs that few mém could 
manage becime amost quiet and anrderly set, 
They had gray. uniforms, military hats apd plumes, 
and presented quite a gay appearance on dress pa- 
rade. I think theyall made presentable soldiers 
except the fourth corporal, who brought up the 


rear. This officer kept the commander busy, and ~ 


once brought himselfinto disgrace before a large 
company of spectators by informiiag Hudson Ad- 
ams, inavery loud voice, thatit was not proper 
for him to turn his toes in on dress parade. Hudson 
was one of the lieutenants, and he was very prop- 
erly shocked. So was the commander. As for the 
fourth corporal, he fully expected to get a trounc- 
ing,and this would undoubtedly have been the 
result, but for the interposition and intercession of 
Lieutenant Adams, who was a brave and generous 
boy. 

On one memorable occasion Mr. Wilson organ- 
ized a camping expedition, and took his cadets 
into the country. The camp was pitched on Crook- 
ed creek, on the Rockville road, and the occasion 
was one never tobe forgotten. At the breaking 
up of the camp, there was {the ceremony of bury- 
ing a bottle containing the roster of the company, 
and the initials of every individual in the compa- 
ny were carved on a beech-tree. It wasa jovial 


and a gallant crew, but nearly thirty years have 


passed since they gathered there. 


These old memories have led me away from” 


Phenix, but it is a neighborhood to which one 
might well desire toreturn. There lived the Tur- 
ners, the Terrels, the Littles, the Reids, and there 


were Harmony Grove, Philadelphia and 
Crooked Creek churches; and mot tar 
away was the old camp-ground, 


where some of the most remarkable men in Methk- 
odism wrestled with the corrupting influences of 
the earth, the flesh and the devil. Here Father 
Johnny Knight, the intellectual progenitor of Sam 
Jones, used to hold forth,and it was said by Bishop 
George Pierce that he was the most naturally elo- 
quent man in this country. Iremember, during @ 
tremendous revival atthe Putnam camp ground, 
that Father Johnny Knight came down from the 
pulpit, clasped an aged member by the hand, and 
cried out; 

“Oh, Sister Haley! them socks you sent me done 
me good. They warmed my feet and they warm 
my poor old heart!’’ , 


Near Phoenix academy, William H. Seward 
taught school—the Seward ‘who afterwards made 
himself femous as Lincoln’s secretary of state. 
The last time I visited the site of Union academy 
there was nothing left of the school house but a 
decaying sill. Where the children had once 
played, the holly and acacia grew, the birds sang 
and the gray squirrels barked and chattered. 
Near by wasthe site of a negrosettlement, The 
school was not taught by Seward for any great 
length of time. His whereabouts were discovered 
by his father, Who sent out a man named Wood- 
ruff to take his place. Woodruff made a very ac- 
ceptable teacher, and jsoon fell into the -ways of 
the people. He afterwards engaged in merchan- 
dize at Greenesboro, and years afterward, when 
Seward, whohad, in the meantime, been made 
governor of New York, concluded to revisit Turn- 
wold, he sought out Woodruff. He found him at 
Greenesboro, and he has somewhere recorded the 
fact that his scholarly successor sat in front ofa 
store in his shirt sleeves, and that he had grown 
fat and coarse. | 


There is no doubt that Seward had a tender spot 
in his heart—a spot that could only be reached 
by some one who knew of his Putnam county ex- 
perience, Once the fourth corporal of Mr. Wilson's 
cadets, rumaging in the garret of Colone! Rowal 
Ward’s house, not very far from the site of Union 
academy, found one of Seward’s letters in an old 
copy of Marryatt’s “Japhet in Search of his Father.” 
It was a love letter, and averytender one. This 
letter was taken charge of by Mr. Joseph A. Tur- 
ner, and willundoubtedly be found among his 
papers. This showed that he had one tender spot. 
The fact that he had another was discovered by 
Mr. Wilson himself, who, when Lee surrendered, 
was a prisoner of war in Fort Delaware. 
Mr. Wilson wrote to Miss Fanny Seward, 
a daughter of the secretary of state. He told her 
that, in the old days his mother had been het 
father’s pupil in Putnam county, and gave names 
that he knew her father would not fail to remem- 
ber. He begged her to intercede for his release. 
The letter was sent on @ Friday, and the next 
Monday Mr. Wilson received a reply signed by A. 
Anthony Gutpam, which informed him that we 
tecretary of state Lad issued aa order for his imme- 
diate release. This pad been signed by the presi- 
dent, and had been sent to the office of the secrée- 
tary of wer. The order of release was duly for- 
warded, and the pupil of Phonix, the captain of 
the Putnam Cadets, was made happy.

A BIG DIVE INTO THE WHISKY 
DBALERS YESTERDAY. 


Judge Anderson Wrestling with the Whisky Dealers 
Yesterday in Police Court—A Few of the Inter~ 
esting Cases Disposed Of—A Five Hun-~ 
dred Dollar Fine in Bach Case, 


The first big gun in the prohibition battle 
was fired yesterday by Recorder Anderson. 

The guns were heavily loaded, and the report 
was a loud one, causing consternation in the 
camps of the anti-prohibitionists. 

Dave Hollis, James McMahon, Alvin Bronck, 
Theo Schumann, Herman ¢ Werner, § Richard 
Boettcher and W. H. Woodfolk, were arraigned be- 
fore his honor, Charged with violating the prohbi- 
bition laws, by selling liquors and beer by the 
quart and allowing it to be drank on the premises. 

His honor first went into the trial of the cates 
against Hollis, |McMahon and Bronck, The two 
first named gentlemen were the proprietors of the 
Big Bonanza, and after the prohibition laws went 
into effect, Mr. Bronck transferred his license to 
the Big Bonanza, and proceeded to sell beer by the 
quart. Mr. Bronck stated on oath that neither 
Hollis or McMahen were in copartaership with 
him, but were employed by him and 
were to be paid 4 salary. He 
said he /had his license transferred 
from Ira street to the Big Bonanza, and employed 
Hollis and McMahon as salesmen, That no con- 
tract had been made as to what he should pay 
them, but, that 

BEING BOYS TOGETHER, 
he did not think it necessary. Heswore positively 
that no contract existed. He, himself, held him- 
telf responsible for all beer bought,and had paid 
for all. 

There was no evidence against Mr.Bronck. Chief 
Connolly swore that he had visited the saioon and 
found beer was being drank, but that he did not 
know who was sellingit. Did not know whether 
Hollis or McMahon were in the building. Heswore 
that the proprietor had closed when asked todo so. 

There was no other evidence introduced, and 
on this case the city closed.

Ju ao Anderson rendered his deeision quick. 
He said he thought that Hollis, McMahon and 
Bronck were equally guilty, and that Schumann 
and |jWerner had just asmuch to contend with 
as they had. He did not «think, 
however, tbat the men, Boettcher and Woodfolk, 
should be blamed in the matter, and would re- 
lease them. The other gentlemen he wonid fine 
$500 each. 

Dr. Schumann and Mr. Werner went down 
stairs and ere their checks for $500. 

Mr. Hollis gave a similar check later in the day. 
Messrs. McMahon and Bronck declined to give 
their check and secure their release. Their attor-

THEY ARE INVESTIGATING. 


The United States Officials Looking Into Mr, 
James’s Books. 

Yesterday brought to lighta new development 
in the James bank matter. 

For some weeks past the books of the bank have 
been under investigation by Judge Crenshaw, 
United States collector, and several otherof the 
United States officials. They say they have dis- 
covered abundant evidence of fraud, and 
that besides owing his depositors 
half a million dollars when he made 
his assignment May 16, 1884, he also was due the 
government $10,000 taxes, of which it was de- 
frauded during the years from 15876 to 1883 by a 
system of false returns. 

‘What law was violated by President James?’ 
the reporter asked the official. 

“Prior to March, 1883, all bankers had to pay a 
tax of one-twenty-fourth of one per centon all 
deposits, The revised statutes of the United States 
declare “a tax of one-twenty-fourth of 
one per cent each month upon 
the average amount of the deposits of money sub- 
ws to payment by check or draft or represented 

y ceitificates of deposit or otherwise, whether 
payable on demand or at seme future day, with 
any person, bank, association, company or cor- 
poration engaged in the business of banking.”’ 

Second. Atax of one-twenty-fourth of one per 
cent. each month uponthe capital of any bank, 
aseociation, ene ge or corporation, and on the 
capital employed by any person in the business of 
banking beyond the ayerage amount invested in 
United Btates bonds, 

Provided, that the words “capital employed,’ 
shall not include money borrowed or received 
from day today, in the usual course of business 
from any person not a partner of or interested in 
the said bank, association or firm. 

THE PENALTY FOR VIOLATIONS 

is prescribed as follows in section 5,479 bythe act 
of February 27,1877: Any person who falsely 
makes affidavit or other writing for the purpose of 
defrauding the United States shall be imprisoned 
at hard labor fora period not longer than ten 
years, or pay a fine not exceeding $1,000, or be 
punished by both such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the court.” 

“The government requires bankers to make 
sworn returns to the collector of 
revenue showing the amount of 


capital they had in business, and the amount of 
money now deposited with them. Now, ourinves- 
tigations of Mr. James’s books disclose the fact 
that for several years he ran a systematic scheme 
of fraudulent returns, swearing to the same in the 
presence of a witness. 

These returns show that he failed some months 
to return the correct amounts by as much as two 
hundred thousand dollars. 

In Mr, James’s returns to the government he 
claimed to have a banking capital of only $10,090. 

In “THE ConsTiTUTION’’ of January 10, 1883, ap- 
peared the following: 

JAMES’S BANK.” 

“The oldcst bank in the city is James’s bank. It 
began operations in 1859 with a capital of $6,000 
and now has a capital of $200,000 with a small 
amountin reserve. Since beginning the bank has 
paid about $60,000 in state, county and government 
taxes. There were no bad debts to be “charged 
off’’ and no directors to be elected, for I am presi- 

tient, directors, crshier and all,” were Mr. James's 
remserks yesterday.
